Enterprise man arrested on multiple drug charges 


On Wednesday, July 26, 
members of the Region B 
Alabama Drug Enforcement 
Task Force along with law 
enforcement personnel from 
the Coffee County Sheriff’s 
Office, Enterprise. Police 
Department, and Houston 
County Sheriff’s Office exe- 
cuted a search warrant in the 
500 Block of West Adams 
Street in Enterprise, Ala. 

“The search warrant was 
the culmination of an in- 
vestigation that revolved 
around the distribution of 
illegal narcotics in the En- 
terprise area,” said Coffee 
County Sheriff Scott Byrd: 

The search = warrant 
yielded approximately 220 
grams of cocaine, 44 grams 
of marijuana, evidence of a

On Monday, July 31. 
Heartlee Pittman (Sand- 
ers) appeared in the Dis- 
trict Court of Cof- 
fee County before 
the Honorable Josh jf 
Wilson and entered | 
into a plea agree- | 
ment with the State j 
of Alabama wherein 
she entered a guilty 
plea to the charge ~ 
of school employee 
distributing obscene mate- 
rial to a student, a Class A 
misdemeanor. 

Pittman had previously 
resigned from her employ- 
ment with the Coffee Coun- 
ty Board of Education. 

In exchange for her guilty 
plea, Pittman received a 
one-year suspended  sen- 
tence in the Coffee County

Jail with a two-year proba- 
tion term. During her proba- 
tion, she is not to have any 
contact with the 
student victim in 
this case. 

“It was impor- 
tant to the state to 
| reach a_ satisfac- 
tory resolution in 
this case,” said 
12th Judicial Cir- 
cuit District At- 
torney James Tarbox. “This 
agreement ensured that both 
the case was resolved, and 
the student victim did not 
have to-be subjected to the 
court: process. Further, the 
state was concerned about 
ensuring the defendant had 
no further contact with chil- 
dren in future employment.” 

If the system works as it 


should, Tarbox said Pittman 
should be unable to work in 
education or other childcare 
related fields in the future. 
The District Attorney’s 
Office thanks the Coffee 
County School System and 
the Coffee County Sheriff’s 
Office for their work in in- 
vestigating this matter.

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Troy University biomedical researcher successfully 
reduces prostate cancer protein in early experiment 


Troy University biomedical 
researcher Dr. Jacqueline 
Jones was recently awarded 


a $95,000 grant from the’ 


Elsa U. Pardee Foundation 
to conduct research on the 
factors that drive advanced 
stages of prostate cancer 
with the goal of finding a 
cure, Recently, she and her 
team saw the successful 
reduction of a protein in 
the cancer cells for the first 
time. 

Using human cells, Jones 
aims to identify ways 
researchers can understand 
the molecular cues that help 
drive cancer. Officially 
named FoxI3 Regulation 
of Prostate Cancer 
Metastasis within the 
Tumor Microenvironment, 
her research involves using 
cloning and gene knock- 
outs—a widely-used genet- 
ic engineering technique 
that involves the targeted 
removal or inactivation of 
a specific gene within an 
organism’s genome. 

“What we’re trying to do is 
identify the factors that con- 
tribute to whether ‘a /patient 
gets an’ advanced stage of 
prostate cancer and how we 
can help mitigate that from 


happening,” she explained. 
“We want to understand 
what factors help drive 
prostate cancer to the bone.” 
Jones and her small team of 
undergraduate and gradu- 
ate students at TROY, in 
collaboration with her col- 
leagues at the University 
of Michigan and Johns 
Hopkins University, have 
identified a gene they 
believe contributes to the 
“aggressiveness” of pros- 
tate cancer. 
“Genetically-engineered 
human prostate cancer 
cells that are deficient in 
FOX{13 will be used to con- 
duct additional experiments 
and tests to determine if 
the cancer reverts back to 
a more normal-like state.” 
she said. “We'll conduct a 
series of experiments and 
in-vivo studies where we’ll 
put these genetically modi- 
fied cells back into mice 
and see if they’re able to 
grow tumors. If no tumors 
grow, we’ll have been suc- 
cessful.” 

Progress was made already 
Wednesday, July ‘19 with 
the successful reduction of 
the protein she and the team 
previously identified. Next, 


the samples will be sent to 
an animal research facility 
at Tuskegee University. 
“Our protein of interest was 
very low, which means our 
knockout worked,” she said. 
“This is great. Genetically 
engineered clones take 
months, up to a year. We've 
been growing about 700 dif- 
ferent clones, so when you 
get results it’s very exciting. 
This is our first time seeing 
this.” 

TROY’s lab boasts a real- 
time PCR machine that is 
used around the world to 
evaluate gene expression 
along with a microscope 
capable of immunofluores- 
cence, a way to cause cells 
to fluoresce different colors 
like green so that various 
proteins in cancerous cells 
can be tracked. 

“The fact that we were able 
to get this grant funding, 
considering all the other 
schools that have received 
this type of funding, strong- 
ly suggests that we’re capa- 
ble of doing research con- 
ducted at R-2 and even R-1 
research institutions,” Jones 
said. “That speaks volumes 
to our ability to do research 
here and to create novel 


ideas that are funded by our 
peers, not just locally but 
our peers internationally. I 
think it speaks volumes as 
to our potential moving for- 
ward at Troy University and 
the need for more biomedi- 
cally-focused scientists.” 
Jones earned her Ph.D. 
in 2012 from Tuskegee 
University with a collab- 
orative training program in 
pathology at the University 
of Alabama at Birmingham. 
She also earned her Master 
of Business Administration 
from TROY -in 2012.

Alabama Law Enforcement Agency warns of fentanyl mixed with xylazine 


The Alabama Law 
Enforcement 
(ALEA) is taking mea- 
sures to warn and educate 
the public of an increase in 
the trafficking of fentanyl 
mixed with xylazine. 

Xylazine, also known 
at “Trang,” is a’ powerful 
sedative that the U.S. Food 
and Drug Administration 
has approved for veterinary 
use. Xylazine can be found 
in liquid and powder forms 
and can be injected, snort- 
ed, smoked or swallowed. 
It can be mixed with other 
drugs including cocaine, 
heroin and fentanyl. 

ALEA Secretary Hal 
Taylor said, “One of the 
most alarming issues with 
the increased use of xyla- 
zine and fentanyl is the fact 
that xylazine is not an opi- 
oid. This means naloxone 
(Narcan) will not reverse its 

effects, placing users at 
a higher risk of suffering a 
fatal drug poisoning.” 

However, experts still 
recommend administering 
naloxone if someone might 
be suffering a drug poi- 
soning. People who inject 
drug mixtures containing 
xylazine also can develop 
severe wounds, including

necrosis, which is the rot- 
ting of human tissue and 
could potentially lead to 
amputation. 

According to the CDC 
and shared in a release by 
the U.S. Drug Enforcement 
Administration, 107,735 
Americans died between 
August 2021 and August 
2022 from drug poisonings, 
with 66 percent of those 
deaths involving synthetic 
opioids like fentanyl. The 
Sinaloa Cartel and Jalisco 
Cartel in Mexico, using 
chemicals largely sourced 
from China, are primar- 
ily responsible for the vast 
majority of the fentanyl that 
is being trafficked in com- 
munities across the United 
States. 

“Not only is this affecting 
citizens across the nation, 
this rise is also a cause for 
concern regarding the well- 
being of our law enforce- 
ment and first responders. 
Just recently, one of our 
own, ALEA Senior Trooper 
Charles May, came in con- 
tact with an individual who 
was exposed to fentanyl 
mixed with xylazine and 
has suffered health-related 
issues since the incident 
occurred, This is why we

Why Do We Use Flowers at Funerals? 


Flowers at funerals are no new idea, as they have been found at ancient} 
Neanderthal burial sites dating back to 60,000 B.C.E. Blossoms have!

First, they are symbolic. After embalming became commonplace, flowers 
transformed into a symbol and took on many different forms, including the 
circular wreath, which reminded onlookers of eternal life. 

From its original purpose of offering a fresh scent during funeral 
procedures, blossoms are modemly used to send messages of comfort 
to those who are mouming. Flowers also represent the character of 
the person who has passed. By incorporating them into the service, 
blossoms create a blissful environment for those who are saddened by, 
the departure of their loved one.

sil-fuel generation, nuclear 
plants do not burn anything. 
They use uranium, a natu- 
rally occurring element, as 
fuel. The atoms in the fuel 
are split to’ generate heat, 
which produces steam.
